Tuesday Is Last Day 
To Pay Poll Taxes 


Only one week remains for 
paying poll taxes for the cur- 
rent year. The books will close 
on February 1. 

While 1961 is not an election 
year and no elections are sche_ 
duled at the moment, it is very 
likely that an election will be 
called as the result of some le 
gislation to be passed by the 
State Legislature during its re_ 
gular session this summer. Per_ 
sons who have failed to pay 
their poll taxes by February 1 
would be ineligible to vote in 
such an election. 

Poll tax payments are re- 
quired of all persons between 
21 and 45 years of age who re- 
gister as qualified electors and 
who intend to vote in coming 
elections. The only exemption 
is for veterans who have quali. 
fied for exemption. 

Poll Tax payments are $1.50 
per person per year with a 
maximum payment limited to 
two years. 

The Tax Collector’s office is 
open each day from 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m, except for Wednesday 
afternoon.

The Elba Clipper said in this column last week, with 
regard to President Kennedy's cabinet, that “the ground- 
work is being laid to perpetuate the dynasty.”

J. F. Kk. should be able to win another term 
in 1964, And in 1968 Brother Bdbby, after eight years in 
the limelight as Attorney General, will be 43—the ideal 
age for a Kennedy to run for President.” 


With Brether Bob already frequently called ‘“Assist- 
ant President’, and on his way to moving from Assistant 
to Top Spot, it is well to ask: What kind of person is Bro- 
ther Bob?

SOIL CONSERVATION NEWS

The following have new 
ponds to be stocked with bream 
and bass this spring: Arglin 
Pittman, New Hope; Marion Cc, 
Boutwell, Victoria; Joel Knotts 
of Wilkinstown; John B, John 
son, Curtis; Howard Moody, 
Basin; and the Grimes’ Bro 
thers of Danley Cross Roads. 


These fish are furnished by 
the State Department of Con- 
servation. Stocking rates are 
1,000 breams and 100 bass per 
surface acre of pond area, The 
pond is ready for fishing ap- 
proximately one year from 
stocking date of the bass, This 
one year period permits the 
bass and bream to grow to eat 
ing size. The bass do not spawn 
young until about one year old. 
They will grow to the one 


pound size or larger at the end 
of the first year, Mature weight 
for bass is from seven to eight 
pounds. Bream usually average 
hand size when ponds are 
properly managed. 

Ponds are fertilized with 20- 
20-5 analysis fertilizer, This 
fertilizer is packaged for pond 
use in 40 pound bags. Average 
rates are two 40-pound bars 
per surface acre, beginning in 
March or as the water warms. 
Fertilize at intervals neressary 
to keep the water to a deep 
green color, 

Pond pipe is now available 
at regular rates in Coffee coun. 
ty. This service is possible due 
to the arrangements made by 
the Coffee County Soil Con- 
servation District Supervisors,
